transportation bustnesses; and fourth, vou should give the peasonts a free hand in boldly 
readiustine the product mix and tn growing more tropteal and sub>tropteal crops, ty 
Which the province espectally abounds, 


Lhope vou will resolutely and svstematicaliv fmplement the CPC Central Committee's 
decision on the reform of the economic structure and etve fwpetus to the healthy develop 
ment of city and town enterprises, It ts neceseary t: eo the masses trom etrict oo
